[WILMINGTON — At a 
Jurie 25 meeting, the Board 
Of “Selectmen voted to ap- 
point Boston-based KP Law, 
PC-as new town counsel fol- 
lowing the dissolution of 
longtime counsel Deutsch 
Williams.

Sullivan suggested that it 
was a “huge risk” to contract 
a different firm without cer- 
tainty that Deutsch would 
agree to be retained for a 
single issue.

Resident and recent select- 
man candidate Rob Fasulo 
appealed to Wilmington vot- 
ers. 

“My comment’s to the peo- 
ple watching.

Resident Kelly Richards 
asked whether selectmen 
had spoken with abutters to 
the Olin site about the per- 
formance of the current law 
firm.

WILMINGTON — In a let- 
ter to Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull and Board of Select- 
men, longtime Town Accoun- 
tant Michael Morris an- 
nounced his retirement, ef- 
fective July 12, 2019. This 
date may ultimately delay 
slightly, so Morris may en- 
sure warrants are appropri- 
ately posted at end of that 
fiscal year. 

Morris noted in the letter 
that: “it’s been a pleasure 
sérving the town of Wilming- 
ton for over 30 years,” but 
that it’s time to move on to 
the. “retirement world.” 

Members of the Board of 
Seléctmen spoke of their ap- 
preciation of Morris’ career. 

“Mike Morris is a fantastic 
human being,” said Select- 
man Michael McCoy. “He’s 
been our town accountant 
since the 80’s, he does a great 
job: He’s going to be deeply 


missed. He’s a good man.” 

Eaton added that Morris 
had expressed willingness to 
stay an extra week without 
additional compensation be- 
yond what he was already 
entitled to for his final year. 
He also noted all the time 
that Morris has dedicated to 
the town over the course of 
his career. 

“He’s a pretty selfess guy,” 
said Eaton. “It’s going to be 
a significant task to fill his 
shoes.” 

Hull stated that it is be- 
coming increasingly chal- 
lenging to fill municipal fi- 
nance, treasurer collector, 
and accountancy positions. 
He added that Assistant Town 
Manager Dee Casey serves 
on a state-appointed commit- 
tee for the facilitation of a 
farm system for such roles.

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Wilmington was once a railroad town 


‘ By LARZ F. NEILSON 


Wilmington was once a rail- 
road town. While there are 
still two major lines running 
through town, the level of 
activity is nothing compared 
to thatsf many years past. 

Few.6f the thousands who 
worked for the Boston and 
Maine Railroad ever told their 
stories. One gem, though, was 
published in the Boston Globe 
in 1936; when Flagg Hill, a 
conductor, retired. 

Hill lived in Lawrence and 
commuted to Wilmington 
every day. Of course he rode 
the train. He would arise at 
3:30 each morning. After start- 


ing the home fires, he would 
bathe, shave and dress for the 
day. After breakfast, he would 
walk to the Lawrence B&M 
station to catch the 5:50 to 
North Wilmington. 

He would then embark on a 
walk to the Wilmington sta- 
tion, nearly two miles away. 
There was no passenger link 
between the two stations, 
but he enjoyed the walk. At 
84, he was fit as a fiddle, and 
he attributed his good health 
to those walks. 

At the Wilmington round- 
house and yard, he would su- 
pervise the makeup of his 
train. The passengers at the 
Wilmington station were the 


first to board. They became 
a large circle of friends for 
Hill. 

Arriving in Boston, he would 
be free until 11:40 when he 
would take a train back to 
Wilmington. Then at 2:06, he 
would make a run to Win- 
chester, arriving back at Wil- 
mington at 5:26. After putting 
the train to bed, he would 
again walk down Middlesex 
Avenue to North Wilmington 
where he would board a train 
for home. He would arrive 
home at 6:45 p.m., eat supper, 
read the paper and go to bed 
at 8 p.m.. He continued this 
routine until he was 84, work- 
ing for the B&M for 56 years. 


¥ Thé‘tower at Wilmington Junction provided signals to avoid accidents between trains on the Salem and Lowell and the 


Hill’s career spanned some 
of the B&M’s greatest years, 
beginning in 1880. At its peak, 
the railroad had 28,000 em- 
ployees, according to the Bos- 
ton and Maine Railroad His- 
torical Society. 

There was no tally kept of 
railroad. workers in any 
town, but the persons listed 
booklet lists the occupations, 
and many of them are obvi- 
ously with the railroad: engi- 
neer, brakeman, conductor, 
tower man, railroad. Other 
jobs may be railroad or may- 
be not, such as carpenter or 
laborer. 

Railroad workers would of- 
ten be called in for snow

removal. With a big storm, 
workers could be gone for a 
few days. While large train- 
mounted plows could usually 
clear the tracks, switches 
had to be manually shoveled, 
as well as station properties. 
After a storm in February 
1926, 2,700 maintenance wor- 
kers were called in for shov- 
eling. 

The Boston and Lowell 
Railroad opened in 1835, and 
for more than a century, 
most anyone arriving in or 
leaving town took the train. 
Most employers were located 
in cities, and commuting by 
train was the only practical 
means of travel, as few peo- 
ple had cars until after World 
War II. 

Railroad operations were a 
major employer in town, with 
a roundhouse, shops, and five 
stations, plus miles of track, 
many switches, signals, tow- 
ers and other facilities. The 
town was served by two pri- 
mary divisions. The Lowell 
line was the Boston & Maine 
Southern Division. The line 
running through North Wil- 
mington was the Portland 
Division, the primary line 
north.to Maine, the seacoast 
line being prone to flooding. 
Express trains would often 
barrel through North Wil- 
mington in excess of 60 m.p.h. 

Industries such as Harri- 
man’s Tannery located along 
the rail lines, with sidings for 


freight cars. Lumber and 
other building materials were. 
commonly transported by. 
rail. Wilmington at one point 
had a cattle yard, opposite 
Clark Street. Other freight 
would be delivered to the 
freight sheds at depots. There 
was no UPS or FedEx, but 
there was Railway Express. 

The Wildcat connects the 
two main lines in Wilming- 
ton. It first opened in 1836 as 
the Wilmington and Andover. 
The line ran to Andover, but 
was later rerouted, and. a 
line was built through North 
Wilmington. That railroad 
corporation became the Bos- 
ton and Maine, taking over 
the Boston & Lowell and 
many other small railroads, 

A third line was _ built 
through Wilmington in the 
1850s, the Salem and Lowell, 
which ran through Tewks- 
bury and North Reading. The 
point at which it crossed the 
Portland Division was known. 
as Wilmington Junction, with 
a station, a tower and several 
houses. 

Eventually, the B&M sys- 
tem had 1,200 locomotives on 
2,300 miles of route track. 
There was a line through 
western Massachusetts to 
eastern New York. Lines ran 
through New Hampshire and 
into eastern Vermont. And 
the Portland Division ran up 
to Maine, hooking up with 
the Maine Central.

Ato stake was the revised 
Munieipal Separate Storm 
Sewer System, or MS4 per- 
mit, :which was originally 
suppesed to take effect in 
July 2017. Two days before 
its effective date, U.S. EPA 
Chief, Scott Pruitt delayed 
implementing the permit for 
another year even though it 
was, already 10 years over- 
due. Making the case that 
Pruitt’s action was illegal, 
undermined protections to 
the environment and put the 
health of Massachusetts res- 
idents .and water bodies at 
risk, the Massachusetts Ri- 
vers Alliance led a coalition 
of nine watershed associa- 
tions, including the Ipswich 
River , Watershed Associa- 
tion, to file suit against the 
US EPA. 

Faced with the coalition’s 
lawsuit, EPA chose not to fur- 
ther ‘delay the permit’s im- 
plémentation, and on July 1, 
2018, allowed the stormwater 
permit to go into effect. Mas- 
sachusetts’ Attorney General 
Maura Healey also had urged 
EPA in a court-filed brief to 
end its delay. 

“Pruitt’s delay of Massa- 
chusetts’ MS4 permit was 
part of the Trump Adminis- 
tration’s pattern of rolling 
back and delaying environ- 
méntal protections put in 
placé by the prior adminis- 
tration,” said Julia Blatt, 
Executive Director of the 


Massachusetts Rivers Alli- 
ance, lead plaintiff in the 
lawsuit. “We were concerned 
that if we did not challenge 
this illegal delay, the EPA 
would have been embold- 
ened to simply continue it 
once it was due to expire. 
We.appreciate the participa- 
tion of our member organi- 
zations; Massachusetts is 
lucky to have such an en- 
gaged and active environ- 
mental community.” 

“This is a victory for the 
Ipswich River and its water- 
shed communities,’ said Ex- 
ecutive Director Wayne Cas- 
tonguay. “Right now, environ- 
mental protections are under 
threat, so I am proud that we 
were able to help defend a 
stormwater standard that 
will safeguard the future of 
our water. The Ipswich River 
Watershed Association looks 
forward to working with 
towns, agencies, landowners 
and communities to continue 
improving water quality and 
decrease public health risks.” 


What Will Change 

The revised MS4 permit 
requires towns to update 
their stormwater manage- 
ment plans, monitor outfall 
pipes and prioritize cleanup 
of the most pressing prob- 
lems, such as the discharge 
of untreated sewage into 
nearby waterways via storm

drains. The permit also re- 
quires “good housekeeping” 
practices such as storm 
drain cleaning and street 
sweeping. 

“As part of the permit, 
towns and cities must estab- 
lish a robust outreach pro- 
gram aimed at educating 
citizens how to best keep 
pollutants out of our lakes 
and rivers,” said Rachel 
Schneider, Outreach Mana-

Selectmen do not have 
best interest of town 


Dear editor, 

The Board of Selectmen 
(minus Mr. McCoy) voted to 
replace town counsel. There 
are some places politics do 
not belong. Not one Board 
member gave any specific 
reason to replace our cur- 
rent counsel, not one. In 
fact, one selectman basical- 
ly said he liked working in 
the past with Mr. Ross and 
thought the other attorneys 
were great, including Mr.

Both agreed with the citi- 
zens on the Maple Meadow 
Landfill and Olin Chemical 
issues. The Jandfill so called 
capping project was shut 
down. And the water supply 
was finally tested for NDMA 
which was found in the drink- 
ing water wells. For years 
the majority of Selectmen 
told us they were acting in 
the best interest of the town 
but their actions were the 
opposite. This is what made 
me run. 

They turned us into the ene- 
my when the real enemy of 
the town was those who con- 
taminated it. It was like they 
sided with the enemy instead 
of their own fellow citizens. 
That same toxic environ- 

rent is once again upon us. 

All those issues still re- 
main today. Maple Meadow 
Landfill remains in limbo 
because of inaction. Olin is 
now a superfund site and is 


actively producing data to 
further their agenda for 
seeking a technical waiver 
to NOT clean up the site, 
including our now inactive 
water supply. New England 
Transrail looms large as a 
rail carrier exempt from 
regulation. 

These are not just south 
Wilmington issues, these are 
town issues. We are all effect- 
ed. The residents that have 
been working on these issues 
for the last 20 years for no 
other reason than to protect 
our town get zero support 
from the Board (minus Mr 
McCoy). 

We asked please, in a 
thoughtful letter, to not re- 
place counsel at this time 
and leave us in a weakened 
position. It was critical to 
have the same environmen- 
tal attorney, one of the best 
in the state, ready to work on 
these issues. Our counsel has 
done well by the town. And 
the crazy thing?

The dismissive attitude 
makes me want to run 
against a couple of them like 
I did successfully years ago.

How and where to charge : 
your plug-in electric vehicle — 


Plug-in electric vehicles (PEVs) 
are increasing in popularity due 
to their environmental benefits as 
well as significantly reduced fuel 
costs for PEV owners. It’s also a 
great time to buy due to available 
federal, state, and local incen- 
tives which significantly decrease 
the cost of a PEV (more on this 
in a later article). But some folks 
still worry about charging. Where 
can I charge my PEV? Will 
charging be convenient enough?

KP Law chosen as new Town Counsel

one who is a very good envi- 
ronmental lawyer, as Suz- 
anne said.” 

Hull suggested in a general 
response to argument com- 
ments that the town has a 
responsibility to assess ho- 
listically the issues which 
would require attorney assis- 
tance in its selection of a pri- 
mary firm for legal counsel. 

“There’s no question that’s 
(Olin) an important issue, 
but should the board be real- 
ly making a decision about 
all of its legal services, its 
planning and conservation, 
its general counsel, its labor, 
all hinged upon one individ- 
ual who has, granted, the 
history dealing with this ter- 
rible environmental situa- 
tion?” said Hull. 

According to Hull, of the 
two new firms formed from 
the former Deutsch Williams, 
only Brooks & DeRensis, P.C. 
answered the request for pro- 
posal issued by the town. 
Several members of the 
board characterized their 
performance in interviews as 
disappointing. 

Selectmen Greg Bendel, Ed 
Loud, Jonathan Eaton, and 
Chairman Kevin Caira all 
identified KP Law as their 
top choice following firm 
interviews. All four voted in 
favor of the motion to make 
KP Law the new town coun- 
sel, while Selectman Michael 
McCoy voted in opposition. 

The vote was taken follow- 
ing interviews with five firms, 
all of whom responded to the 
REP issued by the town fol- 
lowing the announcement by 
Deutsch Williams of its im- 
pending dissolution this past 
spring. Deutsch Williams pro- 
vided legal counsel to the 
town for 15 years. Following 
its: dissolution, new firms 
Brooks & DeRensis, and Va- 
lerio Dominello & Hillman, 
LLC were formed. 

According to Hull, “some- 
thing in the order of” 11 of 
the 21 attorneys associated 
With Deutsch Williams are 
het associated with Brooks 
&-DeRensis. The firm these 
attorneys formed, which is 
identified on the Deutsch 
Williams website as Valerio 
Dominello & Hillman, focus- 
es on labor and employment. 
This firm did not submit a 
proposal to the, town. 

McCoy asserts hiring KP 
Law would be a poor decision 
economically. 

“All they’re appropriating is 
$50,000 to be used for Olin 


ohh memiecsete 


and New England Transrail,” 
McCoy said, noting that this 
was just the flat rate cost. 
“That’s insane. That’s crazy. 
I can’t see that happening. 
It’s going to go well above 
that.” 

“Do you really think that 
they’re going to want to con- 
tinue on doing Olin and New 
England Transrail knowing 
that they got the boot?” he 
added. “They’ve been here 
for 15 years.” 

Bendel took issue with the 
idea that the town is “firing” 
its longtime firm. 

“T guess I’m just challenged 
with the notion that we’re 
not retaining DeRensis as 
our counsel,” Bendel said. 
“We’re in this position be- 
cause they (Deutsch Wil- 
liams) have dissolved, as a 
firm, and a new fraction of 
that firm would like to be- 
come our new town counsel.” 

Eaton stated that, in re- 
searching the issue, he talked 
with town officials in Nan- 
tucket. Nantucket recently 
switched to KP Law from 
Deutsch Williams, and cited 
cost as a driving factor in 
that switch. Eaton said that 
the official with whom he 
spoke characterized the cov- 
erage provided by KP as “ 
way superior.” 

“J do agree that the institu- 
tional knowledge that attor- 
ney Dan Deutsch brings is 
likely irreplaceable,” said 
Eaton. “It’s something that 
has been going on for quite 
some time, and I would very

strongly suggest and recom- 
mend that we find a way to 
retain his services for the 
New England Transrail and 
Olin Matters.” 

Members of the board also 
took issue with accusations 
from the audience that the 
decision was a matter of 
political posturing. Bendel 
characterized himself as “ 

a schoolteacher volunteer- 
ing his time.” 

Loud added that Brooks 
and DeRensis is a different 
firm than Deutsch Williams, 
and that he was “very disap- 
pointed” with their interview 
performance. Based upon 
the fact that Dan Deutsch is 
retained as special counsel 
in other towns, Loud expres- 
sed confidence that Wil- 
mington will also have that 
option. 

In response to offering up 
the original motion to retain 
KP Law with Deutsch as spe- 
cial counsel, “I’m going to 
stick behind that decision, 
because I feel it’s best for the 
people of Wilmington.” 

Eaton also made a personal 
appeal to such accusations. 

“Some of you know that my 
brother is a survivor of 
acute myelogenous leukemia 
that may have come as a 
result of drinking groundwa- 
ter that was contaminated.

However, unlike the previ- 
ously defeated and with- 
drawn development initia- 
tives, the newest plans are 
virtually assured of passage, 
members of | Burlington's 
Planning Board warned 
neighbors earlier this month. 

Given that reality, commu- 
nity groups have been scram- 
bling to find a potential donor 
to help move the approximate 
3,700 square foot structure, 
which Historical Commission 
members say will cost at 
least $500,000 to relocate and 
renovate. 

Already, many have given 
up in light of that steep price 
tag. 

"What we're doing is look- 
ing to salvage hardware, 
hinges, doorhandles, and 
some [fireplace] paneling. 
But the building itself is what 
you'd like to save," lamented 
Historical Commission 
Chairman. 

"Once these buildings are 
gone, your history goes with 
it," agreed Planning Board 
member Paul Raymond dur- 
ing a Town Hall gathering 
earlier this month. "I don't 
know what more we can do. 
Sometimes, we make difficult 
decisions and it's no fun at 
all." 

Over the past week, those 
hoping for a miracle have 
refused to lose hope of finding 
a generous benefactor to save 
the important relic, which the 
Mass. Historical Commission 
deemed an asset of signifi- 
cance some two decades ago. 

One such dogged advocate 
is Burlington Historical 
Society member Andria 
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Simonds House 


Nemoda, who has suggested 
the structure could be relo- 
cated to to the 100-acre 
Minuteman Sportsmen's Club 
off of Francis Wyman Road. 

The privately owned club's 
expansive grounds, which 
mostly fall within neighbor- 
ing Billerica, largely consist 
of open-space areas used for 
shotgun sports shooting com- 
petitions and _ practice. 
Nemoda, who has also been 
exploring alternative sites, 
recently teamed up with 
Historical Commission mem- 
ber Robert Costa in a call for 
help broadcast over 
Burlington's cable access tel- 
evision (BCAT). 

"Time is running out for 
saving the house, and Andria 
has worked very hard in try- 
ing to find sites to move it," 
Costa told BCAT news direc- 
tor Rich Hosford. 

"This could be used as a 
clubhouse or something beau- 
tiful, because it does have a 
lot of features inside that you 
just can't buy. It's really a 
marvel to see how people in 
that era lived," Nemoda later 
commented, as the trio 
strolled around the perimeter 
of the Lexington Street prop- 
erty. "At some point, this will 
vanish. It's a sad thing to 
think about, because there's 
an opportunity here." 


Trading history for condos

through a foreclosure auc- 
tion, had tried to raze the 
structure shortly after 
acquiring the parcel, but 
were blocked from doing so 


after the Historical 
Commission voted to exercise 
its authority under 


Burlington's demolition delay 
ordinance. 

That six-month moratori- 
um on the town issuance of a 
demolition permit has since 
lapsed. 

Insisting the _ existing 
house has fallen into such a 
dilapidated condition that 
renovations are cost prohibi- 
tive, local attorney Thomas 
Murphy, representing the 
new ___ Lexington Street 
landowners, in May unveiled 
plans to erect a 7,340 square 
foot building that will house 
three condominiums with 
attached two-car garages. 

"The existing structure on 
this property is about 200- 
years-old. It's in pretty tough 
shape," said Murphy, who 
noted the Simonds House has 
long been used as a legal non- 
conforming three-family 
house. "At the end of the day, 
it's a very old building that I 
think is beyond saving." 

Described by state offi- 
cials in 1999 as "one of 
Burlington's finest 18th 
Century residences, the 
three-family dwelling appar- 
ently became a victim of neg- 
lect after being purchased 
some six years later by tlie 
late Mohammad Bilal Yaqub. 

In 2009, the former 
Lexington Street landowner 
filed a similar petition to raze 
the historic dwelling and 
replace it with three 
attached-homes with a com- 
mon prayer space. At the 
time, Yaqub, the leader of the 
nearby Islamic Center of 
Burlington, reportedly told 
the planners the home would 
be too costly to renovate. 

The Planning Board, rul- 
ing the oversized redevelop- 
ment would cause a "substan- 
tial detriment" the neighbor- 
hood, rejected that proposal 
in March of 2010. 


Months later, Yaqub 
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applied yet again for a spe- 
cial permit, presenting a 
downscaled plan. With that 
multi-home development 
appearing yet again doomed, 
the petitioner had threatened 
to challenge a denial on reli- 
gious liberty grounds. 

But before the dispute was 
brought to a_ resolution, 
Yaqub died in a drowning 
accident. 

In the ensuing years, as 
the home continued to fall 
into disrepair, the previous 
homeowner's surviving fami- 
ly members fell behind on the 
mortgage, which eventually 
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ended up in foreclosure. 

Given that history, many 
town officials and Lexington 
Street abutters have acknowl- 
edged being taken by com- 
plete surprise when the 
newest special permit filing 
came around, as many had 
presumed the non-conform- 
ing multi-family use had been 
abandoned as a result of the 
home being left vacant for 
years. 

However, with the town's

“UNCLE DREW”

For a few shining min- 
utes, "Uncle Drew" is the 
movie it surely intended to 
be: funny and clever, quick 
and snappy, and most of all, 
fun — all infused with love 
for the great sport of basket- 
ball. 

Unfortunately, those min- 
utes come during the clos- 
ing credits, a sequence 
entertaining enough to be its 
own viral video. 

But wait — that's what 
"Uncle Drew" originally 
was, anyway: a series of web 
videos from a Pepsi ad cam- 
paign starring NBA great 
- Kyrie Irving as a white 

haired senior citizen who 
shows up on a playground 
court and blows all the 
"youngblood" hotshots 
away. Combining Irving's 
talent with the satisfying 
element of age trumping 
youthful hubris, they could- 


n't lose. 

It's perhaps not surpris- 
ing that someone sought to 
make it into a full-length 
movie — and why not? Alas, 
the resulting film, made in 
association with Pepsi and 
directed by Charles Stone 
Ill, falls into a disappoint- 
ingly formulaic lull for large 
stretches, squeezing all 
spontaneity from the pro- 
ceedings. Don't fault the tal- 
ented cast, which includes a 
squad of hard-working NBA 
luminaries in heavy aging 
makeup, and comedy stars 
including the delightful 
Tiffany Haddish and Lil Rel 
Howery, so memorable in 
"Get Out." Fault the 
unimaginative script 
they've been given. 


The premise: Dax 


(Howery), is a downtrodden 
Foot Locker employee try- 
ing to make a buck. As a 
teen, he was a talented play- 
er, but quit altogether when 
he missed a crucial game- 
winning shot, and lost his

nerve. He's also an orphan, 
who never had a sense of 
family. (Can you start writ- 
ing the ending of the script 
right now? Of course.) 

Dax is also an amateur 
coach hustling to get a team 
ready for a tournament at 
Harlem's storied Rucker 
Park (where many NBA 
greats have played), and 
win a hefty cash prize. But 
his nemesis, Mookie, has 
different ideas. 

Mookie — a nasty-funny 
Nick Kroll, more nasty than 
funny here — steals Dax's 
team from under him, 
including his young star 
Casper (Aaron Gordon of 
the Orlando Magic.) It 
hardly comes as a surprise 
when Mookie steals Jess, 
Dax's girlfriend, too. Jess 
(an underused Haddish) 
boots Dax from their apart- 
ment, and when he hits the 
street with a suitcase, she 
calls him back: she needs 
the suitcase. He re-emerges 
with a garbage bag. Ouch. 

Locals at the barber shop 
suggest Dax, now teamless, 
go find Uncle Drew. And the 
old man agrees to play — on 
condition that he choose his 
own teammates. Road trip! 
The two set out to gather up 
a team of Drew's old 
cohorts — emphasis on old. 
Dax is initially uncertain, 
but as Drew likes to say:

"You don't stop playing 
because you get old. You get 
old because you stop play- 
ing. " 

First stop: the Preacher, 
aka Chris Webber, hamming 
it up quite impressively as 
an actual preacher who 
sounds something like 
James Brown. Preacher 
says yes, but his wife, Betty 
Lou (WNBA great Lisa 
Leslie) is not happy; as her 
guy makes a getaway in 
Drew's van, she follows with 
a baseball bat. (The women 
in the film, unfortunately, 
are often either angry, 
batty, or mere eye candy. At 
least Leslie will eventually 
get to show her stuff.) 

The group then recruits 
Lights (Reggie Miller); the 
joke is that he's legally 
blind, but believes in his 
ability to hit any shot. At an 
old-age home, they bring in 
Boots (Nate Robinson), 
who's been sitting silently in 
a wheelchair for years. But 
he only needs one thing to 
cure all that. Do we need to 
tell you what it is? 

Finally, we get to. tower- 
ing Shaquille O'Neal, game 
as always. Shaq's Big Fella, 
now a Kung Fu instructor, 
has an axe to grind against 
Drew, who will have to 
address this and other emo- 
tional issues if this under- 
dog team will ever coalesce 
enough to win. 

Teamwork. Friendship. 
Family. Playing for the 
game's sake, not money. All 
these themes come together 
in a warm-hearted but high- 
ly predictable way. 

It's undeniably fun to 
watch these guys do their 
thing under gallons of 
makeup, and the promising 
Lowery does what he can 
with the corny script — 
including one funny "Get 
Out" reference which we 
won't spoil for you. 

As for Haddish, she's a 
treasure, but has little to do 
here, and she's funniest and 
loosest when we're not even 
guaranteed to be watching: 
during those closing credits. 
Make sure to stick around.
